HE Saxons poffefs’d themfelves by 

force of Pofnania, the Capital of Great 

Poland,caufe great Complaints, obliging 

the Inhabitants to furnifh them with 

more than their neceffary Provifions. 
This behaviour of the Saxons excites the Hatred of 
the Poles againft them more and more ; who are 
better fatisfied with the Swedes, that obferve exact 
Difcipline, and raife fome Contributions, and what 
isneceflary for their Subfiftence only. Whereupon 
fome Polith Gentlemen, to revenge themfelves, fall 
upon the Saxon Parties when they catch them ata 
Difadvantage, and others go to the King of Sweden 
to put themfelves under his Protection. The prine 
cipal Men of the Houfe of Potoski are very much 
diffatisfied with the King ef Poland. An Accom- 
modation between them and his Polith Majefty ts 
talk’d of, but there feems ro be no Difpofition to it 
at prefent. The Senators begix to come to this 
City, to be prefent in the Affembly caii'd by the 
Cardinal Primate. The Swedith Army continues to 
advance towards this Cicy,and their foremoft Troops 
will certainly. be here in. a few days; -A Houle is 
actually furnith'd for the King of Sweden. It ‘was 
reported, That the Grear-General of the Crown was 


dead ; but that is contradicted by a Letter under . 


his own hand, in which he complains that Count 
Sinzendorf is the occafion of the Damage done by 
the Swedes on his Lands. Some Troops of the 


Army of Lithuania, are arriv’d in the Polifh Ruffia, - 


and have ravag’d the Lands of Prince Sobieski. 
Prince Wiefnowiski. caus'd them to advance that way, 
under pretence of covering his own Eftate from the 
Incurfions of the Revolted Coffacks: But ‘tis fuf- 
pected his real Defign is to weaken the Party of 
Oginski in Lithuania. It was propos’d to remove 
the Convention of the Palatinate of Ruffia which is 
appointed to be held at Wifni between Premifli and 
Lemberg, to Lemberg, but this was fo ftrenuoufly 
oppos'd that it was let fall. The Troops of the 
Under General of the Crown,and a Party of Coffacks 
have had 2 Rencounter, in which 200 of the latter 
were kilil’d, and feveral taken Prifoners.

Polifh Noblemen that are come 
together at Warfaw, will not allow of the Promotion 
of the Bifhop of Ermeland by the King to the Dig- 
nity of Chancellor of the Crown; And that the 
Affairs of Poland will be brought into anotherguefs 
order than they are at prefent, by the Refolutions 
that fiall be taken in the Diet of the Nobility of the 


Polifh Ruffia, which will commence on the 5th of 
February.

Thorn, Jan. 29. The Polifh General Taub, is made 
Governor of this City ; in which 1500 Men are 
Garrifon’d, befides a Regiment that is Quarter’d in 
the Suburbs. The Swedes being come within 7 
Miles of this City, and the Saxons retiring as the 
Enemy advances, the King will fet out to Day for 
Elbing. General Fleming is gone to Berlin. 

Amfterdam, Feb. 12. They write from Dantzick; 
that the King of Sweden has forbidden the Senators, 
to obey the Cardinal’s Summons to affemble at War- 
faw ; that he has order’d his Baggage that was al- 
ready fent away, to be brought back to Thorn, 
where His Majefty continues ftill. 

Paris Gazette a la main, dated Feb. 9. 

Letters from our Army in Italy fay, that 300 of 
the Enemies Grenadiers having attack’d a {mall Poft, 
in which was only 1 Sergeant, 1 Corporal, and 8 Sol- 
diers, our Men made fo brave a Refiftance, that 
they gave time to a Party of Horfe, who advanc’d 
at the Noife of the Firing, to charge and defeat the 
Enemy. The King has made the Sergeant a Cap- 
tain, and given him a Penfion for Life of 300 Livres, 
the Corporal a Sergeant with a Penfion of 100 
Livres, and order’d 10 Louis d’Or to be diftributed 
to each Soldier. 

Paris Gazetre, dated Feb. 10. 

They write from Triers of the 2d Inftant, that 
the Enemy who has invefted Traerbach fince the 
2ift of laft Month, has taken the Town, which is a 
very little one and of no ftrength ; and that 160 Sol- 
diers who were in it and could not retire into the 
Caftle, were made Prifoners. They have yet bur 
little advanc’d their approaches to the Caftle.
